MEMORANDUM FOR THE RECORD 
SUBJECT: Meeting with Chief, SR/DOB 



1. Fer request «£ , _U 3hlef , SR/DOB, the 

undersigned met with hits oa 6 February 19^8 at his Station. 

The purpose of the meeting was to resolve the authentication 
problems confronting their Station. 

8. ClT began by filling in the bac-kgrcund. The 

mission of SR/DCB Is to recruit sad train personnel for opera- 
tional missions targeted against the USSR. Although these 
personnel are available for aH current missions, their primary 
mission is the Hot Wlar mission since SR Division is not running 
essay blast operations at the present tine. la addition to 
training their own personnel, as/, DOS tea assumed responsibility 
for training of personnel of the be sad the SS areas for similar 
missions in these two areas. The mounting of operations in thase 
areas, however, is the responsibility of the SS and RE desks. 

The current enrollment la these training p rogr ams Is aypreolaately 
70*100 persons, the breakdown is rou$ily £ SB, and ^ HE personnel 
combined. 

3* C. stated that this program had primarily been 

a paper exercise in the past. About a week ago, a meeting took 
place. In attendance ware Chief, War Plate sad aeatoers of his 
staff, & representative of BPD/Air S up p o rt and Chief, sh/bqb. 

The Bat War operational plan as formulated and approved by Chief, 
War Plans, envisions that when the panic button Is pushed, Sr/dob 
is to poll in all agent per son nel to the Washington area, clothe, 
equip sad brief them an their mission, end dispatch them to their 
staging areas within 15 days. Free there they will go to their 
target areas. These target areas are veil ahead of any calculated 
advance or ground gains our troops may make. HIT posed 

several questions ; 

A. Hew are the people to travel from all over the 
US to Washington after the panic button is pushed. They 
have no priority travel documentation and there is no 
assurance that there will even be any functioning trans- 
portation system. Can DPD/Ai r Support provide the 
necessary aircraft and crews to pick up the personnel, 
providing they asseable at a specific place and specified 
time upon a given elert. The answer fro® Mr Support 
was “y^s", if this were incorporated into the war plans. 
However, subsequent perusal of the fine print in the 
Agency /HI lltary agreement disclosed that the saoment the 
panic button is pushed, all aircraft revert to CSAF control. 
This problem tea now been brought to the attention of Chief, 
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B0P and the Director who are presently trying 
fa effect an ag r eem en t with the adlltary to 
retain control ever sufficient aircraft to 
accomplish this mlcelco. Preliminary indications 
are that It will he resolved favorably. 

S. The second problem posed by _ZZ3 

was clothing and equlproent. In the past* no 
effort had been made to properly clothe and equip 
these personnel for their assigned missions. Be 
was informed tint this was hie problem.

A* Can TSD/PAB outfit 75-100 personnel within 1? days. 
Ay outfits he was talking about winter or summer 
Indigenous or at least cwtwardly appearing indigeno u s 
clstulag .

9. Can ay services be mads available for 
special 2*4 hour briefings of groups of their 
perseonel at the DOB Station during their annual 
training courses. Briefings to consist of fftB 
authentication and SAB activities combined. 

5* the following answers were given to CT 

A. The outfitting could be aeecraplished, 
possibly in 30 days. This would depend on how 
high priorities we could establish. We definitely 
can not do it in 15 days. The best eolation 1 
eon offer at the present time Is to start out- 
fitting new on a routine basis. In case of need* 
this program could be stepped up. 

B. (ha 72 hours* the only answer I have Is 
n %” above. We definitely could not fulfill 
their requirements within 15 days* 72 hours is 
just impossible. 
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C. Cost. We have a collection pragma 
responsibility . On a routine basis, information 
and exemplars of clothing and equipment can he 
obtained. Where agreement vet a reached m type 
of clothing desired, possibly, again on a routine 
basis, the clothing could he fabricated at esse 
of cur offshore installations. In such a case, 
the only cost to S8/DGB would be fabrics, but teas, 
zippers, webbing, etc. The actual fabrication 
would be free. However, If it were done locally, 
all costs would be absorbed by SB/DCB. This type 
of agreement would generally cower t be equipment 
too. Many factors would apply in determining 
who pays for what. It weudd be better to decide 
finding on an Indiv idual item beefs as we want 
along. It is anticipated that if such a program 
were agreed upon, outfitting could be coapleted 
within 2 years. Since average attrition of 
personnel is less than 10$ annually, this would 
pose no problem. 



0. Briefing: Yes, ay s e rvi c es could be 
made available. 

6. I informed [ that YSD/PAB would be willing to 
undertake the above providing he Initiated fcvwal action cm the 
following: 

A. Written justification and request through 
Chief, SR Division and Chief, War flans Staff to 
TSD requesting support. This aeaoraata a is to 
spell out in broad terns, the mission of SE/DCBf 
and the authenticatlcm su pp ort desired. 

B. Written request through Chief, SB Division 
to T3D requesting that ay services be aade available 
for the briefings. This request is to spell out 
when, where, hoar often, etc., these briefings are 
to take place. 

7. Two senior training officers from SR/DQB accompanied me 
back to the warehouse. They were shown the collection of SB 
material, the E&E display and exemplars of our reproductions 
(Worth Korean and Chico® military uniforms). It ie ny impression 
that the two gentlemen were very highly pleased with the tour and 
general discussion of our authentication support capabilities. 
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8* Consideration met be given to the thou$it that if 
*6t* Is s giprcw e d sad inaugurated, and the briefings raider 
It is quite possible tlttt the EE and 91 
persesael discussed la paragraph 2 td.ll also request the 
type of support discussed under paragraphs 4 a and 5A.
